QUOTE: CARTER OPPOSED ON BID TO LIET TURK ARMS CURB. 
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CARTER ADMINISTRATION OFEICIALS RAN INTO A SERIES OF CHAL- 
LENGES YESTERDAY WHEN THEY TOOK THEIR CASE FOR LIFTING THE 
TURKISH ARMS EMBARGO TO THE SENATE ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEE 
(SIC). 

"ONCE AGAIN IT'S A SUBORDINATION OF PRINCIPLE THROUGH EX- 
PEDIENCY," COMPLAINED SEN. CLAIBORNE PELL (D-R.I.) AFTER 
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STATING THAT TURKEY CLEARLY VIOLATED ITS AGREEMENT WITH THE 
UNITED STATES BY USING AMERICAN WEAPONS TO INVADE CYPRUS IN 
1974. 

DESPITE THAT VIOLATION, PELL SAID, THE ADMINISTRATION IS 
ASKING CONGRESS TO EORGIVE AND FORGET AND LIFT THE EMBARGO, 
WHICH WENT INTO EEFECT FEB. 5, 1975. 

"YOU'RE NOW SAYING THAT TURKEY HAS SUEFERED ENOUGH," SAID 
PELL OE PRESIDENT CARTER'S PROPOSED CHANGE IN POLICY. 

"HOW CAN WE HOLD UP THE LAW" IE THE UNITED STATES ALLOWS 

IT TO BE BROKEN? 

"OUR BELIEF IS THAT WE HAVE MADE OUR POINT IN PRINCIPLE" 
THROUGH THE EMBARGO THAT COUNTRIES "CANNOT WITH IMPUNITY " 
VIOLATE BILATERAL AGREEMENTS WITH THE UNITED STATES AND IT 
IS NOW TIME TO TAKE A DIEEERENT TACK WITH TURKEY, RESPOND- 
ED WARREN CHRISTOPHER, DEPUTY SECRETARY OF STATE. 

"YOU GENTLEMEN ARE JUST MOVING AT THE WRONG TIME," SEN. 

JACOB K. JAVITS (R-N.Y.) TOLD CHRISTOPHER AND DEEENSE 
SECRETARY HAROLD BROWN. THOSE TWO ADMINISTRATION OEEICIALS 
WERE ELANKED AT THE WITNESS TABLE BY GEN. DAVID C. JONES, 
ACTING CHAIRMAN OE THE JOINT CHILES OE STAEF, AND CLARK 
CLIFEORD, A EORMER DEEENSE SECRETARY WHO WENT TO TURKEY 
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EOR CARTER AS A SPECIAL ENVOY. 

TO LIET THE EMBARGO NOW, JAVITS SAID, RISKS INFLAMING 
PUBLIC OPINION IN GREECE TO THE POINT OP PARALYZING NEGO- 
TIATIONS BETWEEN GREECE AND TURKEY, WHICH SUDDENLY LOOK 
PROMISING. "I'M VERY CONCERNED WE ARE JUMPING PROM THE 
PRYING PAN INTO THE EIRE," JAVITS SAID. 

CHRISTOPHER REPLIED "I WOULD HOPE" ANY ADVERSE REACTION IN 
GREECE TO LILTING THE EMBARGO WOULD BE "SHORT TERM, " ADDING 
THAT THE DETERIORATION OP TURKISH MILITARY PORCES EOR WANT 
OP AMERICAN WEAPONS PLUS THE NEED FOR BASES IN THAT COUNTRY 
ALSO MUST BE CONSIDERED. 

"I BELIEVE WE RE IN THE FIRE NOW AND I WOULD LIKE TO GET 
BACK INTO THE PRYING PAN," SAID CLIPFORD IN ARGUING THAT 
"THE TIME IS RIGHT NOW TO CHANGE THAT POLICY " OP LIMITING 
THE PLOW OP ARMS TO TURKEY. 

"WHEN WE DO CHANGE THAT POLICY, TURKEY WILL RESPOND," 
CLIFEORD PREDICTED. "I CANNOT SAY WHEN." BUT HE SAID THE 
CENTRAL CONCERN SHOULD BE THAT "NATO IS IN DANGER TODAY " 
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BECAUSE THE ALLIANCE "IS DISINTEGRATING ON ITS SOUTH- 
EASTERN ELANK." 

TURKEY ANCHORS THE SOUTHERN ELANK OE NATO AND ITS ARMY AND 
AIR FORCE ARE IN DESPERATE NEED OF SPARE PARTS AND NEW 
WEAPONRY, CLIEEORD SAID. THE PRESENT POLICY OE "RESTRICT- 
ING ARMS TO TURKEY HAS PROVED "UNPRODUCTIVE," HE SAID. 

LILTING THE EMBARGO, HE SAID, WOULD NOT ONLY BEEF UP 
NATO'S SOUTHEASTERN ELANK BUT ALSO MAKE IT "EASIER TO 
SETTLE THE CYPRUS PROBLEM AND ACCELERATE THE WITHDRAWAL 
OE TURKISH TROOPS" PROM THAT ISLAND. 

SEN. JOHN GLENN (D-OHIO) SAID THE GREEKS "REMAIN LEERY" OP 
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HOW AMERICAN WEAPONS WOULD BE USED BY TURKEY. GLENN ALSO 
PAULTED THE ADMINISTRATION'S TIMING IN REQUESTING THAT THE 
EMBARGO BE LIPTED, COMPARING IT TO THE PRESIDENT "DUMPING" 
THE MIDEAST ARMS PACKAGE ON COUNTRIES THERE AT A "CRUCIAL 
MOMENT" OP PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 

SEN. PAUL S. SARBANES (D-MD.) SAID THAT DESPITE THE PARTIAL 
LILTING OP THE ARMS EMBARGO TO TURKEY AND OTHER OVERTURES 
BY THE UNITED STATES, "AT NO POINT HAS THERE BEEN A RES- 
PONSE" BY TURKEY. 

SARBANES PREDICTED THE SENATE WOULD REJECT THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION'S REQUEST TO LIPT THE EMBARGO. SEN. FRANK CHURCH 
(D-IDAHO), WHO CHAIRED MUCH OP YESTERDAY'S HEARING, SAID 
APTERWARD THAT THE MIDEAST ARMS PACKAGE WOULD OCCUPY THE 
COMMITTEE MOST OP THIS MONTH, MEANING IT MAY BE JUNE BEFORE 
THE EMBARGO QUESTION COULD BE VOTED ON.
